A SIGNIFICANT STUDY 


Division X (The Immigrant) of the 
National Conference of Social Work 
has arranged for a special study of 
the human effects of the immigration 
law, as one of the features of the 
program for Des Moines. The Chair- 
man, Miss Mary McDowell, has ap- 
pointed a Sub-Committee to make this 
study, Miss Cecilia Razovsky, Vice- 
Chairman, being in charge of this 
Committee. Simple questionnaires 
have been sent out to leading social 
agencies throughout the country. In 
almost every industrial center a local 
Committee, representative of interest- 
ed social agencies in the community, 
has been formed to gather the desired 
material. Much enthusiasm and in- 
terest has been displayed by these 
Committees, and in one city a special 
worker has been engaged to take 
charge of the study. The material is 
to be sent in to the Chairman of the 
Sub-Committee by February 1st, 1927. 

The facts desired are: 

First: An estimate of the total 
number of men, residents but not citi- 
zens of this country, whose wives and 
children are abroad and unable to join 
them because of the quota. In addi- 
tion, illustrated stories indicating the 
hardships caused by separation of 
families are also being assembled. 
The Committee desires to obtain as 
full information as possible regarding 
this very vital subject. All interested 
are asked to communicate with Miss 
Razovsky at 19 East 16th Street, New 
York City.
